The School Board has pa 
lowing resolution: 

"That tho male assistant teachers who 
have asked for an increase of pay be 
notified that the Board intend to adjust 
the sali.ries Irom .May 1st next, with a 
view of grantiuf,' such increases as the 
linanceti of the Board will permit." 

This raises an interesting question. It 
is not denied that the male assistant 
teachers are entitled to the increase ask- 
ed for, hut tho granting of the increase 
in their case, without provision made for 
a similar increase iu tho pay of women 
teachers, makes it pertinent to ask if 
hereafter there is to bo a distinction be- 
tween the pay of women and men, where 
they perform the same class of work for 
tho public. We are quite aware that iu 
some, possibly all, the other provinces 
this distinction exists, but it is not re- 
cognized here by the government, nor 
has it ever been recognized by the School 
Board of 'Victoria. Tho pay has been 
,i.'raded aocoriliiit,' to service^ and not ac- 
cording to sex. Are we to have a de- 
parture from this rule? It is worth 
while hesitating a little be-fore coming to 
a decision. It Ih said that the Trustees 
are desirous of encouraging men to take 
positions in our city schools, and if this 
is the case, the idea is certainly to be 
eoniineadi'd. but will the proposed change 
have that effect If a woman is capa- 
ble of doing the same work as a man, 
nnd is expected to do it for less pay, she 
will he likely to get the wor.k so that 
while the higher salary might attrai't 
the iiiiiii. there would alwnyti bo n de- 
sire on thi' p:ir; of the School Board to 
reduce expenses, and the woman would 
bo hired for tho position, if the choice 
came between the two. Thus the change 
-ivould be calculated to defeat its own 
oliject.
